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SCHOLARSHIPS & EXHIBITIONS. 


'The holder of апу Scholarship or Exhibition 1s ineligible for 


future competitions for that particular Scholarship or Exhibition. 
There are sixty-nine Scholarships and Exhibitions in active 
pperation at present. They are obtainable by competition, and 
are tenable in accordance with the General Regulations of the 
Academy (see General Prospectus, pages 18 to 21). Except where the 
contrary is stated both Students and Non-students are eligible. As 


a rule, they are tenable for three years; but the conditions of 


competition and tenure vary in accordance with the wishes of the 
respective founders. Full particulars and entry forms are obtain- 
able on application to the Secretary about ten weeks prior to the 
respective dates of the competitions, The holder of any В.А.М. ог 
Associated Board Scholarship or Exhibition is, during its tenure, ineligible 
to hold any other Scholarship or Exhibition. The holder of a Scholarship 
is subject to a periodical examination, and if satisfactory proof of progress 
be not given, the Committee may declare the Scholarship vacant and 
hold a new election for the residue of the term thereof. The Scholar- 
ships and Exhibitions comprise :—

Six Exhibitions, founded in 1897 in commemoration of the 
Diamond Jubilee of Her late Most Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, 
are offered by the Associated Board of the Royal Academy of Music 
and the Royal College of Music, and are competed for annually by 
Jandidates who have passed with Honours the Local Centre Examina- 
tions of the Associated Board. Three Exhibitions are tenable at the 
R.A.M. and R.C.M. respectively. Successful Candidates are entitled to 
at least two years’ free musical education. 

The competitions take place in July, Particulars can be obtained

The Bach and Beethoven Scholarships. 


Founded in 1925, by bequest of the late ALFRED Morton, Esq. 

One of these Scholarships will be awarded annually in September 
for skill, intelligence, and promise shown in performance of Works by 
Bach or Beethoven for any instrument or voice. 

The Works of Bach and Beéthoven will be taken at alternate 
competitions. The competition in 1928 will be for the performance of 
Works by Bach. 

The competition is open to candidates of either sex between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty-five on the day of the competition, whether 
studying at the Academy or elsewhere. The successful candidate will 
be entitled to the benefits of the Scholarship for one year, subject to 
the payment of £2 14s. Od. per Term, and to the usual conditions and 
regulations of the Academy. 

Each candidate must pay a fee of One Guinea on entering his or 
her name. | 
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Brouabton Packer Bath Scholarships. 


Founded by Bequest of Mr. BROUGHTON РАСКЕЕ, 1903. 

‘These Scholarships are for Violin and Violoncello Playing respee- 
tively, and are tenable for three years, subject to the usual Regulations 
of the Royal Academy of Music. 

The Violin Scholarship is open to male and female British subjects 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one years. 

The Violoncello Scholarship is open to male British subjects 
between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one years. 


The competitions will be held triennially on or about the 
13th day of December, under conditions to be settled by the Committee 
of Management and announced by them. ‘The winners are entitled to 
three years’ musical education at the Academy, subject to the payment 
of one pound per Term.,

Baume (Manx) Scholarship. 


Founded in 1904 out of the estate of the late PETER HENRY JOSEPH 
ЗАОМЕ, Of Douglas, Isle of Man. 

This Scholarship is awarded for promise in any branch of Music 
to Candidates between the ages of 14 and 22 years. The Scholarship 
is tenable only by persons born in the Isle of Man, or born of Manx 
parents, within certain limitations. 

Candidates are required to pay an entrance fee of one guinea on 
entering their names, and must produce a certificate of birth. They 
must pass an Examination in general education * previous to the 
musical competition. Subjects: Orthography and the other branches 
of English Grammar, Elementary Arithmetic, Rudiments of Geography, 
and English History. А Candidate is exempt from the Literary Exami- 
nation who can produce a certificate of either of the University Local 
Examinations, or who shall have attained such a position at School or 
College as the Committee may consider sufficient. Such exemption 
must be claimed when sending in entry form, and must be accompanied 
by certificate referred to. The Examination and Competition will be 
held at such time and place as may be appointed by the Committee. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to three years’ free instruction 
in the Academy, subject to the Regulations of the Committee of

Founded by subscription, 1872, as a testimonial to 
QIR WILLIAM STERNDALE BENNETT, М.А. et Mus.

Principal of the Academy from 1866 to 1875. 

This is open for competition biennially in April by Male Candidates, 
in any branch of Music, who must be British-born subjects, between 
Ше ages of fourteen and twenty-one years, and must produce certificates 
of birth. 

Candidates must pass an Examination in general education 
previous to entering the Musical Competition.* Subjects : Orthography 
and the other branches of English Grammar, Elementary Arithmetic, 
Rudiments of Geography, and English History ; and, for Candidates 
above eighteen, any Foreign Language of their own choice. 

A Candidate is exempt from the Literary Examination who can 
produce a certificate of either of the University Local Examinations. 

Candidates are required to pay an entrance fee of One Guinea.

The Committee has power to extend the tenure to four 
or five years in cases of exceptional talent or promise, and to determine 
it at any time if the Scholar fail to make adequate progress.

The Scholarship is awarded by competition to Vocalists born in the 
United States of America or in the United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
not being or ever having been Students of the Royal Academy of Music, 
and between the ages of seventeen and twenty-two years, under the rales 
and regulations of the A cademy. 

The successful Candidate is entitled to two years’ musical education 
at the Royal Academy of Music. The Committee has power to extend 
the tenure in cases of exceptional talent or promise, and to determine it 
at any time if the Scholar fail to give satisfaction.
